OATTiLK MliN SEI5K- 


INO PASTUKK t,ANI>S. 


The prospects of a dry season in Cal- 


ifornia has led several prominent cat- 
tle men of that State to seek new pas- 
tares for their herds. Upon investiga- 
tion they find that cattle are scarce 
and that feed is abundant iu many 
parts of Nevada., While making ar- 
rangements to ship their cattle to this 
State they discovered that the Depart- 
ment of Agncnltnie in an order issued 
last December, placed an embargo on 
cattle from the central and southern 
counties of California by prohibiting 
the transportation of cattle from those 
districts unless by special permit anc 
jjnder greit restrictions 
The cattle 


in many parts of Calif oinia aie said to 
be nffealed witb splenetic or southern 
fever and to prevent the spread of the 
disease, c ittle from 
the 
proscribed 


localities cannot be shipped withoul 
complying with strict quarantine rega 
lations, and transportation companies 
are prohibited under severe penalties 
from violating the regulations. 


To get the cattle from tho dried up 


ranges of California to the rich pasture 
lands of Nevada tbe quarantine mnsl 
be raised and this can be done only by 
order of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The cattle men have, therefore, 
decided to ask the Secretary of Agri- 
culture and the California Congres- 
sional delegation to have the quaran- 
tine regulations modified so that Cali- 
fornia cattle not iufected with any 
contagious diseases may be shipped 
to Nevada ranges. They rlaim that it 
is unjust to enforcg the regulations 
against cattle that are free from dis- 
ease and that mast be changed from 
where they now range to save them 
from starving to death. 


There will probably be abundant 


feed daring the next summer for many 
thousands of California cattle oo the 
ranges of Nevada, but the'dry season 
of 1889 in this State proved beyond 
dispute that Nevada ranges can be 
over stocked, as thousands of cattle 
perished for lack of feed, and many 
stoeknaen lost nearly all of their herds 
and flocks. 


RULES FOR CANDY MAKING. 


Mrs. Borer Tell* How Confection* M»T Be 


Node at Home. 


Mrs. S. T. Borer tells how to make 


candies at home in The Ladies' Home 
Journal and gives the following rales, 
which, insure the success of the work: 


Never stir the sugar and water after 
;he sugar has dissolved.- Wipe down 
constantly the grannies forming on the 
side of the saucepan. Do not shake or 
tnove the saucepan while the sirup is 
boiling. As soon aa the sugar begins to 
boil watch it carefully, having In your 
land a bowl of ice water, BO that you 
may try the sirup almost constantly. 
Have everything in readiness before be- 
ginning. II the sugar grains, use it for 
old fashioned cream candy or sugar 
taffy 
It cnnnot be used for fouclant. 


Use only the best granulated sugar for 
boiling and confectioners' XXX for 
kneading. If your fondant grains with- 
out apparent cause, you may have boil- 
ed it a little too long. A few drops of 
lemon juice or a little cream of tartar 
will prevent thia Pendant is the soft 
mixture which forms both the inside of 
the Breach candies and the material in 
which they are dipped, and it is to ob- 
tain this that the sugar is boiled. 


"After the sugar has reached the 


'soft ball," a semihard condition, 
it 


must be poured carefully into a large 
meat plate or on a marble slab. Do not 
scrape the saucepan or you will granu- 
late the sirup. Mako your fondant one 
day and make it up into candy the next. 
Never melt fondant by placing the 
saucepan immediately on the stove. 
Prevent the danger of scorching by 
standing the pan containing it in a ba- 
sin of water, If the melted fondant is 
too thick, add water most cautiously, a 
drop at a time. A half teaspoonf nl more 
than is necessary will ruin the whole. 
To cool candy place it in a cool, dry 
place. To keep candy put it between 
layers of waxed paper in tin boxes. If 
the day is bright and clear, the sugar 
loses its stickiness quickly; therefore 
select a fine day for-your candy mak 
ing."

She could 
not obtain the requisite quantity oi 
gold and silver for that purpose. She 
required a law to be passed providing 
for the coinage of what was called 
mixed money in the Tower of London 
where all the coins of that time were 
struck. The mixed money was coined 
out of bronze or some metal of that 
character having no appreciable com 
mercial value in the quantities used 
for money. It was declared by the law 
that that mixed money should be th 
only money in Ireland; that it shoulc 
be current, pence for pence, shillin 
for shilling, pound for pound; tha 
gold and silver coin should be treate 
as bullion. 


Before this law was passed a mer- 


chant in Dublin bought a bill of goods 
of a mprchant in London for £200, and 
gave his bond for the payment of the 
money in instalments. The money was 
to be paid at a given day and place in 
Dublin. Befoiethe money became due 
the law ortating mixed money had 
been passed, and mixed money was in- 
troduced into Ireland, and-it was the 


confer legal tender 
upon paper 


money, Judge Bradley alluded to the 
Mixed Money Case, and reproduced 
he arguments used in that case, ap- 
roved of the decision, and showed 


most conclusively that such sovereign 


ower existed in the United States. 


Mr. Justice Gray of Massachusetts, 
ban whom there are few abler lawyers, 
gain decided this important question 
n 1884. It will be found in the United 
,tatea Supreme Court Reports, volume 
10. I will read a few sentences from 
he opinion. On page 449 Justice Gray 
aid : 
"A contract to pay a'certain sum of 


money, without any stipulation as to 
he kind of money in.which it shall be 
paid, may always be satisfied by pay- 
ment of that sum in any currency 
which is lawful money at the place and 
ime at which payment is to be made." 


Then he quotes from some author!- 


ies. He goes on: 


"As observed by Mr. Justice Strong* 


,n delivering the opinion of the court 
in the Legal Tender Cases, 'Every con- 
tract for the payment of money simply 
is necessarily subject to the constitu- 
tional power of the government over 
the currency whatever that power may 
be, and the obligation of the parties is, 


the quantity. After fegal tender power 
has been cbnteire*'fop"6U money, the 
quantity determines its quality. 


THE AUTOMATIC BULK. 


Quantity baa not heretofore, as a 


general rule, been regulated by arbi- 
trary statutes. It has generally since 
prehistoric times been regulated by 
the quantity of gold and silver brought 
to the mints for coinage. There ore 
many exceptions, bat that has been 
the general rule. It is called the auto- 
matic rule. That automatic rule has 
worked well when the mints were pro 
dnctive. Anyone who will examine 
history will find that every civilization 
which has preceded us came into ex- 
istence when the 
mines were ex- 


hausted. The rise and fall of nations 
have followed the output of the mines 
with as much certainty a» night has 
followed day. The civilization we en-

The Irish merchant tendered in pay. 
meutfor the first instalment £100 of 
mixed money. The English merchant 
refused to receive it and brought suit 
The case is reported by Sir JohnDavies 
in his reports of cases of that period, 
and it is recited, among other things, 
in the statement of the cage : 


"And, inasmuch as this case related 


to the kingdom in general, arid was 
also of great importance in considera 
tion and reason of state, Sir George 
Carew, then Lord Deputy and aUo 
Treasurer, required the chief judgei 
(being of the Privy Council) to confe: 
011 and consider this case, and to re 
turn him their resolution touching it; 
who upon conference and consideration 
on all the points of the said proclama- 
tion, resolved that the tender of the 
£100 in the mixed money, at the day 
and place aforesaid, was good and suf- 
ficient in the law." 


Every objection that can bo con- 


ceived was made in that case. It was 
suggested that it was in violation of 
contract*; that at the time the con- 
tract was made gold and silver were 
the coin iu Ireland. The courf replied 
bat the power to create money was 
necessary to the existence of every in 


therefore, assumed 
that bower.'" 


Finally, in summing up the case, Mr. 


Justice Gray said : 


"Such being our conclusion in a mat- 


ter of law, the question whether at 
any particular time, in war or in peace, 
the exigency is such, by reason of un- 
usual and pressing demands on the 
esources of the government, or of the 
nadequacy of the supply of gold and 
ilver com to furnish the currency 
needed for the uses of the government 
and of the people, that it is, as a matter 
of taut, wise and expedient to resort to 
his means, and is a political question, 
to be determined by Congress when the 
question of exigency arises, and nut a 
judicial question to 
be afterwards 


passei upon by the courts." 


He quotes from the judgment ia Mo- 


Culloch vs. Maryland as follows : " 


Wheie the law is not prohibited 


and is really calculated to effect any of 
the objects intrusted to the govern- 
ment, to undertake here to inquire 
into the degree of its necessity would 


the fruit of the new gold and 


silver from Mexico and South America. 
Since that discovery the automatic 
rule has worked fairly well. It worked 
admirably between 1850 and 1873. 


The output of gold in that period of 


twenty-three years was enormous, and 
about tripled the amount ot the me- 
tallic coins in the world. It did not, 
howevei, triple prices, because other 
things did not remain the same. But 
,it did raise prices. Prices rose about 
one per cent each year; the activities 
of the human race were brought forth, 
and civilization was advanced more 
than it ever was in any one century ia 
the history of man. Its effect is most 
graphically described by Sir Archibald 
Alison. 
He wrote the history of 


Europe in several volumes previous to 
1815, and then entered into a discus- 
sion of the question of economies. He 
discussrd tariff, banking, and currency 
from 1815 to 1852. He then resumed 
hia historical work aud proclaimed to 
the world that when gold came from 
California and Australia the new sup- 
ply of metallic money had solved all 
the vexed questions. He said that the 
free trade states prospered, that pro- 
tection states prospered, that those 
with one kind of a banking system 
prospered, and those with another kind

When I heat my friends talk about 


new machinery cheapening production 
I am sorry that they do not take into 
consideration the 
whole question. 


While the genius of man is inventing 
new .appliances for production which 
converts 
luxuries into 
necessities 


within the reach of common people, 
the genius of man is inventing new lux- 
uries that are costly. One-half, yes, 
two-thirds, of the articles sold on the 
stock boards to-day were not in exist- 
ence fifty years ago. They have been 
created by the genius of man. They 
are expensive, and the average cost 
remains about the same. The genius 
of man creates new luxuries us fast as 
the genius of man can reduce them to 
necessities and bring them within the 
reach of the common people. So the 
average range of prices is the guide for 
the volume of money. It is the polar 


prospered, because the new money 
had 
given 
new life 
and revived 


progress and prosperity. 


From 1850 to 1873 was the brighest 


period in human history. In 1870 a 
law was passed to refund the national 
debt, and it was provided that it might 
be paid in coin of either gold or silver. 
Everyone was satisfied, or ought to 
have been satisfied at that time, with 
the fair working of the automatic sys- 
tem. It secuied stability of general 
prices, it was honeat, and the prospect 
before us was that there would be a 
sufficient supply of the two metals to 
continue the prosperity which was in- 
augurated by the discoveries ot Call' 
fornia and Australia. 


We made such a contract as the bond- 


holders desired, to pay money of the 
coinage value-of July 14, 1870. That 
provision was put in for their benefit, 
to show that they should not be paid in 


star to which a just government will 
direct its efforts. 


In view of the fact that it is conceded 


that the government has power to 
make legal tender of any material it 
pleaseit and baa the responsibility to 
make honest money, and in view of the 
fact that the automatic rule workdd 
well in 1873, and also in view of the 
fact that the world was prospering, and 
that there was no immediate danger of 
the exhaustion of the mines and the 
fuiluie of money for that reason—in 
view of these facts, arbitrarily to de- 
stroy half of the money supply and 
bring on a shrinkage in the money mar- 
ket and reduce prices and rob the 
debtor is a degree of vandalism in lag- 
islation rarely paralleled in the civil- 
ized world. 


THE PRESIDENT ADVOCATES BOBBING THE 


PEOPLE. 


I regret that the President of the 


United States has not studied this 
question more, and that he id so ignor- 
ant .of the fundamental principles of 
the government of which be is the head. 
I will read a few of his unfortunate 
remarks. He said last night, as re- 
ported in the newspapers:

* It bus been illustrated lit-re again and 
again that if a private party should 
betray his trust as the Secretary of the 
Treasury has done in discriminating 
against the money of the country, be 
would be criminally liable. What does 
all this boasted talk of honesty intnii, 
when we are told that although the 
people at large must take any kind of. 
money the government may have, the 
bondholders must have gold? Why 
talk about honesty when you lob the 
taxpayer for the bondholders? 


I am awnre that it is difficult for peo- 


ple whose interests are directly in- 
volved to see what is honest and what 
is dishonest. I do not blame Mr. Gage 
for the position he takes; but the idea 
of trusting a banker to regulate the 
currency is preposterous.

duty. It becomes the duty of the gov- 
ernment to see to it that its money is 
honest and beneficial and calculated to 
produce the greatest possible prosper- 
ity and happines?. 


OBEATE AND PBOVIDE HONEST 
MONEI. 


The best money ever created or that 


ever can be created is that money 
which is full legal tender for all pur- 
poses and of a sufficient volume to 
maintain stability of prices. It mat- 
ters not of what material money is 
made, whether of gold, silver, or paper, 
if there is too much of it, so as to un- 


uly inflate prices and rob the creditor, 
t is bad money. I care not of what 
mateiialitis made, if its legal tender 


ower ia limited or crippled, to that 
xtent it is not good money. 
The principle that the volume of 


money controls prices is elementary, 
but inasmuch as there is a groat want 
of information on this point,! will call 
attention to a few extracts from John 
Stuart Mill, in which he is corroborated 
by every writer of respectability on 
political economy. He says on page 11 
of the second volume of Mill on Po- 


any inferior coin or in any inferior 
paper, but that they should be paid iu 
the coin then current. Inasmuch as 
that was the coin we were using, inas- 
much as the automatic rule was then 
all right, Congress consented to it; 
and if the automatic rule had not been 
changed, prosperity would have con- 
tinued. 


The suggestion of over production 


of one metal over the other has no 
foundation ia fact. The relative pro- 
duction of the two metals at the ratio 
of 36 to 1 has been about equal since 
1873. The production of the two metals 
would have furnished a supply of 
money which would have maintained 
stability of prices aud done justice be- 
tween man and man, nothing more. 


Congress having the power to regu- 


late the quantity and thereby regulate 
quality, having the power to regulate 
the quantity and thereby do justice 
between debtor and creditor what did 
the United States do?

I do not think that a mare ruthless 


robbery was ever committed by legis- 
lative enactment than the doubling of 
the obligations of our contracts by re- 
ducing the volume of money.

Nothing 
is better settled than that we have done 
injustice. 
When our friends on the 


other side talk again, let them bear in 
mind that they have indorsed the law 
as construed by the Supreme Court.

Why, then, do they do 
wi ong? Does anyone claim that it wao 
right to reduce the volume of money

Prognostication*. 


It is a notable and noteworthy fact 


that many of the greatest moral and 
political revolutions -which the world 
bas experienced have been preceded or 
accompanied by prognostics of one kind 
or another. " 


Lord Bacon's remarks upon this sub- 


ject are worthy of reproduction and are 
as follows : 


"The afcepherds of the people should 


understand the prognostics of state tem- 
pests. Hollow blasts of wind, seeming- 
ly at a distance, often precede a storm." 


Instances of prognostication of this 


bind are by no means unknown in his- 
tory. 


Thus Bishop Williams in the reign 


of Charles I clearly foresaw and pre- 
dicted the ultimate triumph of the Pur- 
itan party in England, and having the 
lonrage of his opinions he abandoned 
the government party and sided there- 
after with the opposition. At tbe time 
the bishop took this decided step there 
was no outward sign whatever that 
such an event was imminent or even at 
all probable 


Dugdale, the antiquary, 
predicted 


and anticipated the ruthless destruc- 
tion of ancient monuments in the cathe- 
dral churches which took place in 1641, 
and he made baste, therefore, to com- 
plete his wanderings and labors in tak- 
ing drafts of and copying out tbe curi- 
ous inscriptions upon these ancient 
monuments, so, as he himself says, "to 
preserve them for future and better 
times " 


Browning and the Athemeum Club. 
Calling upon .Robert Browning at 


the Atbenasum club, then as now, says 
Colonel Higgenson in The Atlantic, 
the headquarters of intellectual pursuits 
in London and of which it used to be 
said that no man could have any ques- 
tion to ask that he could not find some- 
body to answer, that very afternoon, be- 
tween 5 and G o'clock at that club, it 
seemed strange to ask a page to find Mr. 
Browning for me, and it reminded me 
of tbe time when tbe little daughter of 
a certain poetess quietly asked at the 
dinner table, between two bites of an 
apple, "Mamma, did I over see Mr. 
Shakespeare?" The page spoke to a ra- 
ther short «nd strongly built man who 
sat in a window and who jumped up 
and grasped my hand so cordially that 
it might have suggested tho remark of 
Mme Navarro (Mary Anderson) about 
him—made, however, at a later day— 
that he did not seem like a poet, but 
rather "like one of our agreeable south- 
ern gentlemen." He seemed a man of 
every day, or like the typical poet of his 
own "How it strikes a contemporary." 
In all this he was tho very antipodes of 
Tennyson. He had a large head of Ger- 
man shape, broadening behind, with 
light and thick gray hair and whitish 
bpard and had blue eyes and the most 
kindly heart. 


Shoestring Statistics. 


The Philadelphia Record's calculat- 


ing barber &ay&. "I see that your shoe- 
strings are tied in bowknots. Rid you 
ever stop to think bow much of the 
string is required to make those useless 
loops' Probably three inches of each end. 
Tie tho laces in ordinary knots, and yon 
could cut from the pair four pieces, 
each three inches long. There are 
500,000 people 
in this 
city and 


80,000,000 in the United States who 
wear laced shoes. If each of these 
bought three pair of laces a year, that 
would mean 90,000, OOQ pair, from 
which could be snipped 800,000,000 
ends. These pieces, placed end to end, 
would make a continuous shoestring 
17,045 miles long—long enough tc 
stretch two-thirds of tho way around 
the earth. Suppose that the shoestrings 
cost at retail an average of 8 cents a 
pair, then the 90,000,000 pa}r used an 
nually in the United States cost $8,- 
700,000 One-fifth of their length conic 
be done away with by cutting off tbe 
useless ends, and the value of these ends 
is therefore one-fifth of their net cost,
